For  Larry  and  Glenna  Faus.  “serving  time”  has  a  different 
meaning  since  they  were  invited  to  teach  a  Parenting  By  Grace 
seminar  at  the  Duluth  (Minn.)  Federal  Corrections  Center.  The 
Fauses,  familiy  ministries  directors  for  the  Minnesota-Wiscon- 
sin  Baptist  Convention,  were  intrigued  and  anxious  when  chap¬ 
lain  Cliff  Walley  invited  them  to  the  prison.  Their  fears  were 
dispelled,  however,  when  one  inmate'told  them  he  wanted  to 
learn  to  be  the  father  he  never  had  as  a  child.  “If  I’d  had  the 
right  kind  of  parenting,  I  don’t  think  I’d  be  here  today,”  he  told 
them.  Another  inmate  asked  prison  authorities  after  the  semi¬ 
nar  to  transfer  him  from  the  minimum  security  prison  in  Min¬ 
nesota  to  a  maximum  security  unit  in  Colorado  so  he  could  be 
closer  to  his  children.  A  number  of  prison  ministry  opportuni¬ 
ties  are  available  in  Mississippi.

The  city  council  of  Sofia,  Bulgaria,  decided  after  lengthy 
debate  to  reverse  itself  and  allow  Baptists  to  resume  construc¬ 
tion  of  a’n  orphanage  and  Bible  school  in  the  national  capital. 
The  council  had  previously  halted  construction  and  ordered  an 
investigation  by  a  city  commission  known  to  be  hostile  to 
evangelistic  groups.  “Praise  the  Lord.  Tell  the  brothers  and 
sisters  in  the  Baptist  world  how  thankful  we  are  for  their 
prayers  and  their  support,”  said  Theo  Angelov,  president  of 
the  Baptist  Union  of  Bulgaria.  Although  historically  grounded 
in  the  country.  Bulgarian  Baptists  have  had  a  difficult  time  in 
recent  years.  The  powerful  Bulgarian  Orthodox  Church  has 
opposed  many  Baptist  projects  and  pressured  government 
officials.  A  recent  article  in  a  large-circulation  newspaper  was 
headlined.  “Baptists  Eat  Babies  for  Breakfast.”  Communism 
reduced  the  ranks  of  Baptists  to  less  than  1,000  believers,  but 
rapid  growth  was  experienced  after  the  fall  of  the  Stalinist 
rulers.  “It  is  possible  there  will  be  difficulties  on  the  road 
ahead.”  Angelov  said.

Plans  are  announced  for  a  $637,000  women  s  dormitors  at 
Mississippi  College.  The  as-yet  unnamed  facility  will  be  hmit 
overlooking  the  famous  Mount  Salus  spring,  which  furnishes 
drinking  water  for  the  school  and  the  city  of  Clinton. 


Recognizing  the  attack  Satan  is  waging 
against  Mississippi  families,  the  Baptist 
Children’s  Village  (BCV)  offers  vital  care 
to  hurting  children  and  families  across  the 
state. 

Mississippi  Baptists  have  provided  this 
needed  service  through  their  official  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptist  child  care  agency,  the  BCV  — 
“Mississippi’s  largest  family.” 

Since  its  inception,  the  BCV  has  provided 
—  and  continues  to  provide  —  care  without 
cost  to  families  in  trouble.  In  its  99th  con¬ 
secutive  year  of  child  care,  the  BCV  pro¬ 
vides  a  multitude  of  services  without  the 
assistance  of  governmental  funding. 

The  Village  neither  seeks  nor  accepts 
state  or  federal  governmental  funds.  Instead, 


Mississippi  Baptists  have  responded  to  the 
cry  of  hurting  children  by  providing  for  their 
physical,  emotional,  and  spiritual  needs. 

The  BCV’s  1995-96  budget  is 
$3,455,300.  Through  Cooperative  I^ogram 
gifts,  churches  provide  about  14%  of  that 
budget.  Another  76%  comes  directly  from 
churches  and  individuals  who  answer  the  call 
of  the  BCV’s  founding  father,  S.L.  Foster. 

Responding  to  the  burden  he  felt  to  pro¬ 
vide  care  for  hurting  children,  Foster  wrote 
,  in  The  Baptist  Record,  “If  this  thought  is 
*  of  God,  he  will  put  it  into  the  heart  of  some 
person  to  send  a  contribution  for  this 
cause.” 

In  the  early  1960’s  the  BCV  changed  the 
focus  of  its  ministry,  as  it  has  done  repeat¬

edly  since  then,  to  meet  the  needs  of  chil¬ 
dren  in  our  changing  society.  Its  name  was 
changed  from  “'Die  Baptist  Orphanage”  to 
“The  Baptist  Children’s  Village”  to  more 
accurately  depict  the  focus  of  its  ministry. 

Children  were  also,  at  this  time,  moved 
from  dormitory  living  to  home-style  cot¬ 
tages.  Later  The  Village  saw  a  need  in  the 
state  for  chemical  dependency  treatment  for 
children  and  youth.  Seeking  to  address  this 
problem,  the  BCV  united  with  Mississippi 
Baptist  Medical  Center  to  provide  such 
treatment. 

Since  June  1981,  BCV  has  continuously 
provided  emergency  care  to  children,  first 
on  the  India  Nunnery  Campus  in  Jackson, 
and  now  on  its  northern  campus  at  Inde¬ 
pendence. 

Because  of  the  tremendous  need  for  such 
a  program  in  the  northern  part  of  the  state,  a 
cottage  was  designated  for  emergency  care, 
on  the  Farrow  Manor  Campus  of  the  BCV 
in  the  fall  of  1994.  During  the  past  year  the 
BCV  admitted  approximately  130  children 
into  this  emergency  care  prograrn. 

Emergency  care  includes  crisis  interx'en- 
tion  services  offered  by  a  trained  social 
worker  and  counselors,  and  often  leads  to 
referral  or  placement  in  a  longer  term  pro¬ 
gram;  or  allows  time  to  plan  subsequent 
services. 

“Most  often  children  end  up  in  blended 
families  where  one  of  the  parents  does  not 
love  the  child,”  says  Alisa  Brashear,  BCV 
.Emergency  Care  Social  Worker.  “The  child 
^  knows  this,  and  responds  to  this  lack  of  love 
which  often  results  in  neglect,  abuse,  or 
both.” 

The  latest  attempt  to  meet  the  needs  of 
children  in  a  changing  society  is  a  beha\ior 
re-education  program  on  the  India  Nunnery 
Campus  in  Jackson.  •" 

Henry  Glaze,  executive  assistant  for  pro¬ 
grams,  explains:  “In  January  1996  The

“Although  not  therapeutic  in  natum  the 
BCV  utilizes  philosophies  of  group  , 
inuividual  counseling,  as  well  as  ropf- 
course  and  adventure-based  and  wilderness 
experiences  to  help  redirect  behavior  and 
develop  skills  that  will  allow  them  to  relate 
more  effectively  with  family,  peers  and 
adult  authority  figures.” 

“Peak  Ascent”  is  staffed  by  around-the- 
clock,  live-in  child  cart  oixers  and  profes¬ 
sional  staff  who  model  and  teach  behavior 
changes  to  these  young  men. 

Whatever  the  program  need,  children  in 
need  have  one  thing  in  common,  sayw  Bras 
hear:  “They  are  ‘love-starved.”

Like  a  mighty  army

All  armies  expect  casualties. 
That  fact  explains  the  need  for 
medics,  ambulances,  and  field 
hospitals.  However,  the  Christian 
church  has  come  to  the  place 
were  we  expect  a  50%  drop-out 
rate  from  our  mighty  army 

The  apostle  Paul  admonished 
Timothy  to  “endure  hardship 
with  us  like  a  good  soldier  of 
Christ  Jesus”  (2  Tim.  2:13).  A 
good  soldier  wants  to  please  his 
Commander  and  will  not  become 
entangled  with  civilian  pursuits 
detrimental  to  his  calling. 

What  would  cause  a  person  to 
be  a  poor  soldier?  Refusal  to 
carry  out  orders,  having  a  poor 
attitude  about  training  and  disci¬ 
pline,  and  not  being  there  when 
you  need  him  would  certainly  set 
the  pattern. 

A  whopping  90%  of  Ameri¬ 
cans  say  they  believe  in  God. 
Many  profess  ^  but  do  aot-pos- 
sess.  Jesus  said.  “Ye  call  me 
Lord,  Lord.'but  do  not  the 
things  I  say."  In  Mississippi 
there  are  693,000  members  in 
our  Southern  Baptist  churches, 
but  we  do  well  to  locate  the 


485,000  resident  members. 

The  average  Sunday  School 
attendance  in  1995  was  178,591. 
On  any  given  Sunday  you  will 
find  about  20%  of  all  the  popula¬ 
tion  in  all  churches.  Can  we  real¬ 
ly  sing.  “Hell’s  foundations 
quiver.  At  the  shout  of  praise?” 

Why  such  a  dismal  record  in 
this  army?  Being  good  in  obstet¬ 
rics  and  poor  in  pediatrics 
doesn’t  say  too  much.  Just  how 
effectively  are  new  members 
integrated  into  our  churches? 

Thom  S,  Rainer,  in  The  Book 
of  Church  Growth  (Broad- 
man),  says  a  church  will  lose  up 
to  2%  of  its  attendance  due  to 
death,  3%  will  transfer,  and  6% 
will  drop  out.  More  just  “walk 
away’’  than  all  other  reasons 
combined. 

If  your  church  has  200^'people 
attending,  then  12  will  drop  out 
within  a  year.  You  will  have  to 
add  1 2  new  members  just  to  tread 
water.  Why  the  drop-outs?  For 
some,  it  is  a  dispute  with  a  fellow 
church  meipber.  Others  become 
bored,  and  some  feel  they  have 
never  been  accepted  into  the 


church.  One  of  our  neediest  mis¬ 
sion  fields  is  the  vast  area  of 
inactive  members. 

Who,  in  your  church,  has  the 
responsibility  of  reclamation? 
Who  will  plan  a  strategy,  pro¬ 
mote  the  training,  and  carry  out 
the  actions  to  reclaim  the  wan¬ 
dering?  Is  the  lost  sheep  or  the 
lost  son  worth  all  the  effort? 

There  are  resources  such  as 
books,  conferences,  and  seminars 
that  will  help  you.  Read  What 
Can  We  Do  About  Church 
Drop  Outs  by  H.C.  Kirk  (Abing¬ 
don),  Gary  McIntosh’s  Finding 
Them,  Keeping  Them,  or  Lyle 
Schaller’s  Assimilating  New 
Members.  In  addition,  there  are 
numerous  books  on  church 
growth. 

The  pastor  and  staff  can  only 
do  so  much  in  the  area  of  recla¬ 
mation.  It  is  when  the  lay  people 
get  involved  that  things  can  hap¬ 
pen.  Every  church  needs  to 
appoint  a  “Minister  of  Reclama¬ 
tion."  This  vast  mission  field 
awaits  the  church  that  will  obey 
the  Great  Commission,  beginning 
in  Jerusalem.

The  launching  of  “Project  25" 
to  identity  and  train  bivocational 
education  directors  in  Mississippi 
marks  the  first  such  effort  in  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
according  to  the  program’s  state 
coordinator. 

"The  purpose  of  this  project  is 
to  enlist  25  pastors/churches  to 
adopt  the  concept  of  bivocational 
education  directors.  Pastors  are 
encouraged  to  seek  a  person  in 
the  church  or  community  with 
commitment  and  skills  who,  with 
training,  could  lead  the  educa- 
(tional  program  on  a  part-time 


basis,”  said  Chester  Vaughn  of 
Jackson.  Mississippi  coordinator 
for  New  Orleans  Seminary 
(NOBTS)  programs. 

Project  25  is  a  joint  effort  of 
NOBTS,  the  Mississippi  Baptist 
Convention  Board  (MBCB),  and 
the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board 
(BSSB)  in  Nashville,  he 
explained. 

"The  Baptist  Sunday  School 
Board,  to  encourage  this  pro¬ 
gram,  will  provide  scholarships 
to  each  of  the  first  25  churches 
that  enroll  a  student.  Each  par¬ 
ticipating  church  will  receive  a

one-tinve  amount  of  $100  to 
cover  registration  and  course 
fees  for  the  first  course,” 
Vaughn  said. 

The  bivocational  education 
worker  program  is  an  eight- 
course  study  that  leads  to  a 
Christian  Education  Certificate, 
awarded  under  the  Church  Lead¬ 
ership  Certificate  Program 
administered  by  New  Orleans 
Seminary. 

“We  feel  this  is  an  excellent 
approach  to  assist  churches  that 
need  educational  assistance,  but 
cannot  afford  it!  with  a  full-time 
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Youth  Night  ’96  to  feature 
twin  services  in  Coliseum

Trusting  God  for  needs 


By  D^d  Mitchell 
-  Matthew  6 


Kingdom  living  and  money.  We  continue  our  study  of 
the  Sermon  on  the  Mount  with  Jesus  causing  the  crowd  to 
answer  the  question;  What  is  the  goal?  In  our  society,  we 
always  strive  to  reach  or  to  make  the  goal;  however,  our 
thoughts  and  desires  tend  to  cause  our  go^ls  to  be  unlike 
those  of  God.  People  have  a  tendency  to  ^et  their  goals  on 
castles,  cars,  and  cash.  Jesus  knew  the  dai^ger  of  making 
(he  accumulation  of  material  things  the  goal  of  one’s  life. 
He  desired  that  every  person  have  the  simple  necessities 
of  life.  His  teaching  helps  us  put  our  goals  in  proper  per¬ 
spective.  People  should  devote  their  lives  to  acquiring 
“treasures  in  heaven”  (v.  20)  instead  of  on  earth.  These 
are  the  only  treasures  that  will  endure  during  this  life  and 
when  this  life  is  over.  Some  of  the  treasures  of  heaven 
are:  salvation,  heavenly  rewards,  approval  of  our  life’s 
activity  by  God,  and  completion  of  God’s  will  for  our 
lives. 

Wherever  a  person’s  heart  is.  there  will  his  treasures  be 
also  (V.  21 ).  The  heart  is  inclusive  of  the  mind  and  the 
will.  People  are  destined  to  spend  their  lives  and  eternal 
Jives  enjoying  the  rewards  of  those  things  to  which  they 
have  devoted  their  minds  and  wills.  Jesus  taught  that  you 
cannot  be  a  sldve  to  two  masters  at  the  same  time.  The 
choice  is  the  choice  of  serving  God  or  mammon.  Mam¬ 
mon  IS  an  .Aramaic  word  which  means  the  power  of 
monijy  or  material  things.  Jesus  was  speaking  of  pursuing 
wealth  in  such  a  way  that  it  enslaves  a  person.  Our 
enslavement  should  be  to  devoting  our  lives  to  serve  God. 
Money  is  and  of  itself  is  not  evil,  but  rather  the  love  of 
money  is  evil  ( 1  Tim.  6: 10). 

Kingdom  living  and  worry.  Anxiety  and  worry  are 
the  cause  ot  numerous  physical  problems  in  our  contem¬ 
porary  society.  Worry  is  the  subjecf lif  this  entire  section. 
Christians  are  to  rely  upon  God  for  all  of  life’s  needs, 
remembering  that  tfie Jvey  is  focusing  upon  pleasing  God 
rather  than  pleasing  selT.  When  our  life  s  goal  is  to  please 
God  rather  than  self,  we  begin  to  understand  that  life,  is 
about  much  more  than  food  or  clothes.  Jesus  warns  his 
followers  about  worry  concerning  tood  and  clothing.  If 
God  prov  ides  for  the  birds  of  the  air.  which  ure  far  less 
valuable  to  God  than  human  beings,  certainly  God  will 
provide  for  humans.  The  person  who  has  mammon  as  his 
guide  has  reason  to  worry  —  his  god  may  be  gone  at  any 
moment.  The  person  who  has  Almighty  Creator  God  as 
his  King  can  take  comfort  in  knowing  that  his  God  is 
eternal,  ft  has  been  suggested  that  the  greatest  threat  to 
western  Christianity  is  our  all-encompassing  sense  of 
materialism. 

Medical  science  has  proven  Jesus’  statement  to  be 
true;  “Worry  cannot  add  one  day  to  your  life.”  and  often 
it  shortens  life.  Again  he  instructed  us  not  to  worry 
because  God  will  provide.  The  comparison  is  made  to  the 
flowers  which  God  has  beautifully  adorned.  God  bounti¬ 
fully  ornaments  the  flowers  with  unsurpassed  splendor. 
Becau.se  God  has  so  lavi.shly  adorned  this  part  of  his  cre¬ 
ation.  we  should  know  that  he  will  provide  for  humans, 
who  are  much  more  valuable  to  God  than  the  birds  of  the 
air  or  the  flowers  of  the  field  (vv.  26,  .10).  Jesus  was  say¬ 
ing  that  worry  results  from  a  lack  of  belief  in  God's 
goodness  and  mercy. 

Jesus  concluded  this  section  of  teaching  by  pointing 
out  that  our  pnorities  should  be  fixed  on  seeking  the  right¬ 
eousness  of  the  kingdom  of  God.  Worrying  about  food, 
clothing,  and  the  future  are  for  those  who  do  not  have  a 
hope  in  Jesus.  God  knows  exactly  what  his  children  need, 
and  the  loving  heavenly  Father  adequately  provides.  Jesus 
does  not  teach  that  we  are  to  make  no  plans  for  tomorrow, 
but  he  does  teach  that  anxiety  about  the  needs  of  tomor¬ 
row  is  useless.-Why  worry  about  the  events  of  the  future 
over  which  yoil  have  no  control?

2  Thessalenians  2

Zeehariah  7, 8 


One  of  God’s  many  characteristics  is  that  he  is  no 
respecter  of  persons,  and  his  call  for  genuine  worship 
declares  that  his  people  must  show  justice,  mercy,  and 
compassion  to  all  people.  Zeehariah  s  listeners  were  repeat¬ 
ing  the  sins  of  their  forefathers  by  worshiping  with  their 
lips  and  not  their  hean.  Zechariah’s  call  for  genuine  wor¬ 
ship  is  timeless  and  needs  proclaiming  in  our  churches 
today.  Ask  yourself  these  three  questions;  How  does  your 
worship  affect  your  everyday  life?  Does  your  worship 
make  you  want  to  reach  others  for  Christ?  Does  your  wor- 
vhip  bring  joy  or  emptiness  ' 

.4  rebuke  of  insincere  worship:  (7:4-6).  Two  years 
after  Zeehariah' s  first  message,  some  men  from  Bethel 
came  to  ask  questions  about  tasting  on  special  occasions 
(7:1-.^)  God  responded  in  the  torm  of  rhetorical  questions, 
and  was  a  rebuke  to  all  the  people  —  and  priests  (v.  5).  The 
answer  to  the  question  is  not  given  until  Chapter  8,  verses 
18-1*)  The  specific  fast  is  one  of  four  that  took  place  when 
Nebuchadnezzar  laid  siege  to  the  city  and  began  his 
destruction  ot  the  walls,  lemple.  and  individuals  (2  Kings 
25).  -Since  the  temple  was  being  rebuilt,  it  seemed  a  burden 
to  keep  the  fast.  Zeehariah  n  rebuke  came  m  the  form  of 
questions  trom  God.  “Did  ve  all  fa.st  unto  me.  even  to  me? 
Did  you  not  eai  tor  > ourselves  and  drink  for  yourselve;,?’' 

In  a  slightlv  sarcastic  ua>.  (iod  was  saving.  “You  are 
using  the  last  to  satisfy  your  own  religious  ego  just  as  food 
satisfies  your  daily  needs.  '  If  we  are  just  reading  our  Bible 
so  we  can  check  off  on  our  daily  Bible  reading  list,  or  if  we 
don’t  miss  a  Sunday  at  Bible  study  so  we  can  receive  a  pin. 
then  we  are  just  like  Zechariah's  audience.  This  is  a  rebuke 
against  religious  rituals  and  a  call  for  sincere  adoration  and 
worship  of  our  God.  ^ 

X  call  for  justice,  mercy,, and  compa.ssion  (.7:8- 10 1. 
These  passages  call  for  genuirfe  worship  and  righteousness 
that  will  reach  out  and  mmister  to  the  oppressed.  If  our  reli¬ 
gion  doesn't  lead  to  righteiius  deeds  toward  God  and  oth¬ 
ers.  then  something  is  wrong  with  that  reli^gjorv  Genuine 
worship  will  lead  one  to  execute  true  judgment.  This  :s  a 
legal  term  that  means  to  treat  each  individual  with  honesty 
and  impartialitv .  Next,  show  mercy  and  compassion.  In 
pessimistic  stK'ieties.  the  tendency  is  to  be  hard  and  unlov¬ 
ing.  God  calls  for  tenderness  and  love;  he  also  calls  on  us  to 
oppress  not  the  widow,  the  fatherless,  the  stranger,  nor  the 
poor.  These  were  the  helpless  ones  in  society  who  desper¬ 
ately  need  the  righteous  to  minister  to  their  needs.  Genuine 
worship  leads  us  tivthese  people,  not  away  from  them 
(Matt.  25:.A5-40).  The  word  imagine  means  to  weave  a 
wicked  plot  against  someone.  The  true  saint  will  plan  ways 
to  help,  not  hurt.  Does  your  worship  lead  you  to  help  oth¬ 
ers? 

Elements  of  genuine  worship  (8:16-19).  Genuine  wor¬ 
ship  brings  at  least  four  spiritual  characteristics,  all  of 
which  are  found  in  verse  19;  joy.  gladness,  love  of  truth, 
and  peace.  God  would  change  the  four  fa.sts  into  feasts. 
They  were  accustomed  to  fasting  in  the  fourth  month  to 
remember  the  broken  city  walls  (2  Kings  25;3  4);  the  fifth 
month  to  remember  the  de.stroycd  temple  (2  Kings  25:8  9); 
the  seventh  month  to  remember  their  slain  governor  Gedeli- 
ah  (2  Kings  25:25);  the  10th  month  to  remember  the  initial 
siege  of  the  city  (2  Kings  25: 1 ).  This  time  of  depression 
and  fasting  would  turn  to  delight  and  feasting. 

Drawing  others  toward  God  (8:29-23).  God  was  to  do 
a  special  act  of  drawing  the  Gentiles  into  his  Kingdom 
some  day  in  the  future:  notice  “shall  yet  come  to  pass.” 
Zecharii^  didn't  live  to  see  this  happen,  and  we  have  yet  to 
see  it  happen,  but  one  day  Jerusalem  will  open  the  gates  to 
many  people  from  all  over  the  world.  Israel,  which  is 
despised  by  so  many  CJentile  nations,  will  one  day  be  loved 
and  looked  upon  as  friends;  This  will  happen  when  Israel 
accepts  Jesus  as  Messiah  and  liceks  to  evangelize  the  wm^ld. 
The  excitement  will  be  so  great  that  nations  will  take  hold 
of  the  skirt  (v.  23).  just  as  a  child  grabs  his  mother’s  skirt 
and  seeks  protection  and  bkssing.  What  a  day  that  will  be! 

As  Christians,  we  don’t  have  to  wait.  If  our  worship  is 
genuine,  we  will  always  be  bringing  people  into  the  prolec- 
tioft  and  blessings  of  Jesus)

“Faith”  is  a  common  word  in  the  Christian  vernacular.  It 
is  a  word  that  invariably  comes  up  in  any  Christian  discus¬ 
sion.  But  how  many  of  us  understaaid  the  reality  of  faith? 
Many  study  faith,  analyze  faith,  make  noble  resolves  of 
faith;  but’how  many  actually  make  the  leap  of  faith? 

In  today’s  lesson,  Paul  said  nnich  about  faith  and  called 
the  Thessalonian  Christians  to  be  faithful  through  all  as 
they  await  the  return  of  Christ. 

Don’t  be  alarmed  (w.  1-2).  The  verses  in  today’s  scrip¬ 
ture  are  among  the  most  difficult  passages  in  the  New  Tes¬ 
tament,  and  there  are  numerous  differing  opinions  in  their 
regard.  We  should,  however,  not  get  lost  in  the  debates 
over  interpretations,  but  rather  concentrate  on  the  practical 
spiritual  lessons  found  therein. 

Some  of  the  Thessalonians  had  mi.staken  the  apostle’s 
teaching  in  his  first  letter  about  the  second  coming  of  Christ 
and  thought  that  the  time  had  actually  arrived.  It  is  even 
believed  that  someone  had  forged  a  letter  in  Paul’s  name  to 
that  effect.  In  the  first  two  verses,  Paul  sought  to  rectify 
that  misinformation  and  entreated  his  readers  not -to  be 
alarmed  in  regard  to  the  Lord’s  return.  He  also  reminded 
them  that  the  important  thing  is  that  Jesus  is  coming  and  all 
Christians  will  be  together  with  him  (v.  I ). 

It  is  so  easy  for  the  devil  to  promote  errors  —  even  by 
means  of  the  words  of  .scripture.  This  misinformation  can 
easily  shake  our  faith  if  we  are  not  well  grounded  in  our 
relationship  with  God.  Paul  did  not  want  this  to  happen  to 
the  new  Christians  in  Thessalonica. 

Don’t  be  deceived  (vv.  3. 4, 8).  Paul  encouraged  his 
readers  not  to  be  deceived  by  false  reports.  He  wanted  them 
to  know  that  certain  things  had  to  happen  before  the  second 
coming:  the  first  of  which  was  the  apostasy  —  “the  falling 
away  "  (v.  3).  This  refers  to  a  time  when  the  forces  of  evil 
would  rebel  against  God  in  an  effort  to  end  his  rule.  Then 
the  apostasy  would  culminate  with  the  appearance  of  the 
“man  of  sin  '  Some  interpreters  believe  this  to  be  the  person 
elsewhere  referred  to  as  the  Antichnst  ( 1  John  2:18).  The 
..postle  a.ssured  the  The.ssalonians  that  God  w  ill  ultimately 
destroy  the  “wicked”  one  at  the  Lord’s  coming  (v.  8). 

Paul’s  major  thesis  here  was  to  prevent  false  diKtnne 
trom  weakening  the  faith  of  the  new  believers.  He  did  not 
want  their  comfort  lessened  by  false  alarms.  We  should 
always  be  watchful  and  in  a  state  of  preparedness  for 
Christ’s  return.  Otherwise  we  might  be  di.scouraged  or 
uncomfortable  at  the  thought  of  this  wonderful  event. 

Stand  firnA(vv.  13-.15).  After  concluding  his  discussion 
ot  the  “man  of  sin,’'  Paul  abruptly  turned  to  the  subject  of 
thanksgiving  and  the  Christian’s  salvation.  He  gave  a  brief 
synopsis  of  Christian  life,  beginning  with  God’s  love.  We 
must  always  see  God's  salvation  as  rooted  and  grounded  in 
his  love  (John  3:16).  Paul  emphasized  that  the  initiative  of 
salvation  is  with  God;  “because  from  the  beginning  God 
chose  you”  (v.  13).  This  was  not  some  afterthought  on  his 
part.  TTien.  through  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  the  unbe¬ 
liever  is  led  to  faith  in  Christ  (sanctifying  work  of  the  Spir¬ 
it).  God  also  uses  human  instruments  in  the  salvation 
process  as  he  did  in  sending  Paul,  Silas,  and  Timothy  to 
'Thessalonica.  The  end  result  of  the  Christian  life  is  that  the 
believers  share  in  the  glory  of  Christ  (v.  15). 

After  reviewing  the  salvation  process  with  his  readers, 
Paul  challenged  them  to  “stand  firm”  and  “hold  on  to  the 
teachings  passed  on  to  you”  (v.  15).  To  “stand”  and  to 
‘‘hold”  are  not  easy  tasks.  Our  attention  to  spiritual  matters 
can  be  diverted  by  so  many  things  in  this  wrorld.  However, 
we  should  be  challenged  to  study  God’s  truth  and  not  turn 
from  it. 

Be  encouraged  (w.  16-17),  In  these  verses  Paul  pushed 
the  Thessalonians  beyond  believing  the  truth  and  guarding 
it.  His  desire  and  prayer  was  to  push  them  to  action:  to  | 
encourage  them  and  establish  them  “in  every  good  word  ' 
and  work.”  Too  many  Christians  today  place  too  much 
emphasis  on  guarding  the  truth  and  give  very  little  attention 
to  living  the  truth.  Indeed,  one  of  the  best  ways  to  safe¬ 
guard  the  truth  is  to  put  it  into  practice.  In  this  way  it  is  pre¬ 
served  and  passed  on.  j

I AIB  TO  CT  T  JAPAN  FORCT  BY  30%:  RICHMOND  (BP)  —  To 
make  additional  resources  available  in  areas  of  the  world  where  Foreign 
Mission  Board  (FMB)  leaders  feel  God  is  focusing  their  attention,  the 
Southern  Baptist  agency  will  reduce  the  number  of  missionaries  in  Japan 
over  the  next  three  years  by  about  30%.  Even  with  the  cutbacks,  the  Japan 
mission  will  have  about  120  missionaries  and  will  be  the  FMB’s  second- 
largest  mission  in  the  world,  behind  south  Brazil.  The  high  cost  of  living 
and  the  high  inflation  rate  in  Japan  —  dovetailed  with  the  realization  that 
Christian  growth  there  has  plateaued  at  low  levels  —  led  agency  official^ 
to  the  difficult  conclusion  that  resources  deployed  there  could  produce  sig¬ 
nificantly  greater  results  in  other  countries.  The  decision  to  “rightsize”  the 
Japan  mission  reflects  the  board’s  determination  to  accomplish  strategic 
objectives  by  redeploying  resources  to  both  “harvest  fields”  and  “The  Last 
Frontier.”

I'm  Baptist  and  /  drink.  You 
can 't  kick  me  out  of  church,  and  I 
•wouldn't  care  if  you. did.  We 
need  to  lighten  up  on  our  over¬ 
moralizing  about  alcohol. 

You  have  made  a  strong  state¬ 
ment  that  cannot  be  challenged, 
because  you  left  no  room  for 
common  ground.  You  have  your 
opinion.  I  may  not  agree  with 
you  based  on  my  understanding 
of  Scripture,  or  how  I  have  seen 
family  and  friends  destroyed  by 
alcohol.  However,  we  both  must 
listen  .to  our  Lord  and  be  obedi¬ 
ent  to  his  following.  Scripture  is 
clear  that  we  must  not  be  stum¬ 
bling  blocks  to  other  people  (1 
Cor.  7:9-13).  Avoiding  alcohol, 
therefore,  is  not  as  much  an  issue 
of  specific  Baptist  doctrine  as  it 
is  a  call  to  general  Christian 
responsibility.  Of  greater  concern 
is  that  you  “wouldn’t  care”  if  you 
were  kicked  out  of  church.  Why 
are  you  so  bitter  and  angry? 
Drinking  —  or  any  other  habit 
taken  to  excess  —  is  often  an 
attempt  to  self-medicate  deep 
hurts  and  pains.  When  a  person 
turns  to  addictive  behavior. 


he/she  is  usually  fleeing  from 
pain  by  seeking  instant  gratifica¬ 
tion.  You  should  talk  to  a  good 
friend  or  see  a  Christian  coun¬ 
selor  who  will  help  you  under¬ 
stand  why  you  feel  as  you  do. 
Get  a  handle  on  your  anger, 
before  it  gets  a  handle  on  you. 

When  /  see  my  adulterous  ex- 
husband  and  his  new  wife  in  our 
church  choir,  I  can  hardly  think 
of  anything  else  during  the  wor¬ 
ship  service.  What  can  I  do? 

Don’t  sit  in  a  direct  line  of 
sight.  When  you  can’t  see  the 
two  of  them  every  time  you  look 
at  the  pastor,  you  can  better  con¬ 
centrate  on  the  sermon.  Prepare 
yourself  each  Sunday  by  spend¬ 
ing  quality  time  with  the  Lord 
prior  to  the  worship  service.  Sit 
with  good  friends;  let  them  know 
of  your  concern  so  they  can  be 
praying  for  you.  Sit  upright  and 
tall,  knowing  that  you  are  a  cre¬ 
ation  of  infinite  worth  to  God, 
and  that  he  loves  you  even 
though  you  have  been  rejected  by 
someone  else.  You  still  count 
with  Christ.

It  is  a 
part  of  a  comprehensive  complex 
that  contains  the  seminary  book¬ 
store,  health  and  recreation  facili¬ 
ties,  post  office,  and  student-relat¬ 
ed  administrative  offices.  The  first 
two  phases  of  the  campus  center 
were  completed  in  the  fall  of 


In  other  action,  the  trustees; 

—  elected  Jerry  John.son.  pastor 
of  Central  Church.  Aurora,  Colo., 
as  chairman  for  the  1 996-97  year. 

—  granted  tenure  and  faculty 
rank  to  Mohler. 

—  elected  four  professors  to 
endowed  chairs:  Craig  Blaising, 
Daniel  Block,  Brian  Richardson, 
Robert  Smith.
